moved to Malden, where she received her early education in 
the public schools. Soon after graduating from the High 
School she began her career as a teacher in the Malden public 
schools and was principal of one of these schools for a time. 
Later Miss Bell took a course in the Salem Normal School, 
after which she spent two years in Europe perfecting herself 
in French and German. Upon returning she was chosen to 
teach modern languages in the Holyoke High School where 
she remained for seven years. Then, after going abroad for 
another year, Miss Bell returned to Holyoke. She remained 
only a year, however, and resigned to accept the charge of 
the modern language department of the Springfield High 
School. She ably filled this position for the remaining seven 
years of her life. 


The teachers of the Springfield High School desire to 
express their sense of the great loss that has come to them 
personally and to the school in the death of their associate and 
friend, Beulah Hosmer Bell. 

Her work was marked by industry, patience and devotion, 
and through her sincerity, her sympathy, her strength of 
purpose and high character she was a power in the upbuilding 
of the school and for influencing in an unusual degree the 
hearts and minds of her pupils. 

The high standards of attainment which she set for herself 
and for her classes is shown in the success won by her pupils 
in school and college. 

Miss Bell’s service to the school was not bounded by her 
class room. Her spirit of unselfishness, her devotion and her 
thoughtful sympathy was an inspiration to both pupils and 
teachers and this influence was felt with growing power in 
these latter years of her service.

KS, ladies and gentlemen, this third floor is devoted entirely 
y to the Class of Nineteen Hundred and Three and its interests. 
The first floor above is taken up with the Class of Nineteen 
Hundred and Four, Nineteen Hundred and Five being two stories 
above, and so on, the Class of Two Thousand occupying the handle 
of this flatiron building. 

This Class of Nineteen Hundred and Three was a very famous 
class. At its calling, men of world-wide reputation gathered to 
show their loyalty to dear old S. H. S. and Nineteen Hundred and 
Three. Although Dr. Ballantine, aged 107, is the only one of this 
renowned class living, in this year 2000, you can, in the few rooms 
on this floor, gain some very interesting facts concerning Nineteen 
Hundred and Three. 

This room here is devoted to their library. By the best of 
eritics this unique collection of books is considered most valuable. 
These seventy-nine volumes contain Dr. Chandler’s philosophical 
speculations on physiological psychology. Written in the heroic- 
triplet, they are an excellent example of Imagination’s cross 
country running,— Springfield to Northampton. Up there on the 
twenty-ninth shelf are one hundred and three volumes by Prof. 
Bierman, dealing with the legends, myths, manners and customs 
of the ancients. These forty-nine volumes contain a short treatise 
on the subject of Perpetual Motion, written by Wallace and fully 
illustrated by Quinnell. This child’s edition of “‘ Beauty and the 
Beast ’’ was edited by Paul Morrissey and Lillian Richards. Miss 
Clark compiled this pocket edition of two volumes on the McDuffee 
method. That chair there will ever be preserved, made famous 
by its former occupant. Yes, Senator Dunning sat in that chair 
when he wrote his widely read, ‘‘ Non-existence as compared to 
What Is.’’ This table in the centre of the room, historic because 
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on it the first constitution and by-laws of the Students’ Union were 
signed by the student body, now contains the motions of this class 
that were laid on the table. The work of collecting these motions 
on parchment was the toilsome task of that industrious journalist 
Mr. Burnham, for years the recognized authority on parliamentary 
law. Hewas aided somewhat in its performance by the late Hon. 
Samuel Bowles, grandfather of the present Samuel. | 

The dramatic ability displayed by this class was certainly 
remarkable. In their greatest success, “‘She Stoops to Conquer,”’ 
Donald Robbins, class president, played leading lady,—I should 
say gentleman,— supported by Miss Winifred of the winsome 
smile; Florence Besse, the late missionary in the snowy regions; 
Mr. Scott, the prime mover in the formation of the athletic trust; 
and many others of no small reputation. 

This was the room of the Harvest Club, the scene of many a 
warm debate. The large picture over yonder is that of the 
president, Daniel Burbank. Just to the left is Mr. Warner’s life 
size painting of Secretary Allen. The Jinorchard members of the 
club, led by Lanckton, formerly head of the Corwin combine, 
broke with the general club, and for some time, along in the 
thirties, held their meeting's in the Ruxton city hall. 

Now let us take this escalator to the roof-gardens from whence 
we may board the air ship Acorinne. It may be interesting to 
recall that air ships, so important a factor now, were made a 
commercial success by Prof. Chapman of this class. Of course, 
the professor’s greatest success was the establishing of our remark- 
able system of chapgraming to Mars. Well, here we are on the 
roof-gardens, half a kilometre high. ’T is indeed a dizzy height. 
But what person or class would not be dizzy at the sight of the 
lofty preeminence of the Class of Nineteen Hundred and Three.

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The Seventh Annual Field Day 


NDER well nigh perfect conditions of weather and track the 

LJ seventh annual inter-class field meet was held on May 9th 

at the training school grounds. It was conducted in a 

most satisfactory manner, the events being run off with remark- 

able celerity. Almost all last year’s records were bettered, the 

improvement in the weights being especially noticeable; and in 
addition, four school records were broken. 

Albro made the most noteworthy performance of the day, doing 
the high hurdles in 17? seconds, which is three-fifths of a second 
faster than both the school record and the record at Amherst. 
Neal signalized his entry into the athletics of our school by winning 
the 220-yard dash in 24} seconds, breaking the record by two-fifths 
of asecond. Johnson added six inches to the previous record for 
the broad jump and also won the greatest number of points, 13 in 
all. Taylor smashed the pole vault record, which has stood for 
several years, with a vault of 9 feet 94 inches. 

Almost all the contestants in the various events showed up well. 
Hunn proved himself a good all-around man in the weights, and 
with practice should be a point winner. Allen in the mile, and 
Loomis and Stone in the quarter, also did good work, and Dale’s 
hammer-throwing was encouraging. Asawhole, the meet showed 
a great advance over last year.

YEAR ago, at the close of school, an invitation was received 
A from the Rockrimmon Boat Club to have a high school crew 
which was to row under their colors.

The preliminary season was closed by a race between two 
picked crews, the “‘Blues’’ and the ‘“‘ Whites,’’ in which the 
latter were victorious.

On March 30th the crew reported for work and started training 
in hopes of a race with the Yale Freshmen. A little later Mr. 
Kennedy visited the school and had a talk with Mr. Orr, Mr. Pollard, 
Mr. Gray, ’03, and Mr. Southmayd, ’04. The result was that shortly 
after he returned to Yale the school was presented with a beauti- 
ful Ruddick boat and the race with the Freshmen was assured.
